REPORT: 


Court of Los Angeles County: 

Am: — We, the Grand Jury of the 
March session of 1882, forthe county 
of Los Angeles, State of California, beg 
leave to report as follows: 

That but one case has been brought 
before us — which casé 
we have found a true bill for murder, 
namely of roomie of the State of Calj-|* 

against Thomas B. Hulse for 
murder. 


We would further report that we, as 
e — law, have visited the vari- 
ong Amildings, and as far as 
sitie have investigated their 
and management. In the case of the 
county jail we find the premises kept 


in as cleanly condition as is possible 


under the circumstances, and that u 
sufficient supply of food of good quality 
is furnished to the prisoners. 

In regard to- thefbedding and blank- 
eta we would recommend that better 


prisoners. At present they have to 
sleep upon the floor. No beds or bunks 
of any kind being provided. Regard- 
ing, the building itself we can re-iterate 
the complaints and reccommendations’ 
of former grand juries. It is a dis- 
grace to the county, and is in such 
shape that no material improvement 
can be made, the only course being to 
tear down and rebuild. The committee 
appointed to visit and investigate the
